R. A. F. Transport Reaches Britain | 
From Montreal in 11 Hours, 
35 Minutes. 


MONTREAL, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
The trans-Atlantic air speed record 
from Montreal to Britain was 
beaten yesterday by Capt. Richard 
Allen, an Australian pilot of Brit- 
ish Overseas Airways Corporation 
which operates the North Atlantic 
ferry shuttle service for the R. A. 
F. Transport Command. 

He flew a Liberator bomber 3100 
miles non-stop in 11 hours and 35 
minutes—21 minutes faster than 
a record established seven weeks 
ago by a Lancaster bomber. Capt. 
Allen’s plane had the help of a 
tail] wind averaging about 45 miles 
per hour. Average ground speed 
for the flight was 275 miles per 
hour, 

Transport command aaid there 
was no attempt to make a record, 
and the aircraft was never “all 
out.” The Liberator carried a 
maximum load of 56,000 pounds, in-

Pushes 4 Miles Beyond 
Sangro, Seizing Part of 
Vital Ridge — Yanks 
Gain Mile in Hard 
Fighting. 


By NOLAND NORGAARD 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 30 (AP).—The British 
Eighth Army has cracked the 
main winter defense line of the 
Germans on the Adriatic end of 
the Italian front by driving four 
miles forward from the Sangro 
River, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

In 36 hours of continuous day 
and night fighting, Gen. Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery's forces cap- 
tured portions of the vital Sangro 
ridge northwest of the river and 
drove the Nazia from the town of 
Mezzagrogna. 

Simultaneously United States 
units of the Fifth Army fought 
their way forward one mile 
through blistering enemy shellifire 
to occupy the town of Castelnuovo 
northwest of Montaquila. 

While clawing their way up the 
Sangro ridge, which rises 750° to 
1000 feet above the river valley, 
the British, New Zealand and 
Indian troops under Montgomery 
also widened their bridgehead to 
12 miles. sat 

Nazis Are ‘Bomb Happy.’ 

This frontal assault on the 
enemy’s heavily fortified mountain 
positions was supported by very 
strong artillery and aerial bom- 
bardment which in itself was al- 
most sufficient to make the Ger- 
mans’ defense system in this sec- 
tion crumble. 

The advancing British captured 
numerous prisoners from the Ger- 
man 65th Infantry Division who 
were described as “bomb happy,” 
indicating they were shocked and 
demoralized from the heavy bomb- 
ing and shelling. 


After taking Mezzagrogna, the 
Eighth Army hammered away in 
the direction of Romagnoli at the 
extreme south end of the ridge 
and north toward Fossacesia at 
the northeastern end of the ridge. 

During this surge onto higher 
ground the villages of Marcan- 
tonio, Basilo, Marcuccia, Casone, 
Cocco, Marcono and San Onofsia 
were overrun. 

Farther inland the situation 
around the new bridgehead across 
the Sangro River near Archi was 
reported generally quiet and Mont- 
gomery’s headquarters gave no in- 
timation whether the enemy’s im- 
portant supply road: along the 
river in that sector had been cut. 

Hard Fighting for Yanks. 

On the Fifth Army front heavy 
fighting by the Americans during 
the past 48 hours continued around 
the Falconara mountain, where 
Castelnuovo, was occupied, 

Enemy artillery bombardments 
increased there and on other sec- 
tors of the Fifth Army front, 

Allied aircraft joined in the 
blows at the Germans’ mountain 
entrenchments and other installa- 
tions and also extended their oper-

JURY BLAMES DRUG FIRM 
IN TWO HOSPITAL DEATHS 


Coroner’s Panel Charges Mislabel- 
ing, Lack of Proper Caution 
in Detroit Cases. 


DETROIT, Nov. 30 (AP). — A 
Coroner’s jury last night reported 
that two recent deaths in Harper 
Hospital resulted from an overdose 
of a drug administered intraven- 
‘ously and said they were due to 
‘negligence on the part of a drug 
manufacturing company and lack 
of care in dispensing and adminis- 
tering the drug. 

The deaths were those of Mrs. 
Mary Deming and Samuel Bloom. 
They died within two days of each 
other early this month. Each had 
been operated upon for hemor- 
rhoids. 

The jury reported both deaths 
were due to acute dilation of the 
heart and respiratory shock “due 
to an overdose of the drug doryl,” 
In the case of Mrs. Deming it re- 
ported: “The findings of this jury 
are that Merck & Co., Inc., of Rah- 
way, N. J., has been grossly negli- 
gent by its mislabeling of the drug 
doryl, according to the listing in 
the Merck & Co. price list. We 
hereby hold Merck & Co. respon- 
sible for this death. We further 
find that due care and diligence 
were not exercised in dispensing

LONDON, Nov, 30 (AP),--United 
States Eighth Air Force heavy 


bombers attacked targets in West-| 


ern Germany in daylight today. 

It was the eleventh major opera- 
tion of the month for the Eighth 
Air Force, equalling the record set 
in September, and the second suc- 
cessive day penetration of Ger- 


many. by American heavy bombers, | 


Yesterday Flying Fortresses 
bombed Bremen. : 

On today’s raid, the American 
bombers were supported by Amer- 
ican, Royal Air Force, Dominion 
and Allied fighter planes, an un- 
usual array of escorts for the big 
planes which usually are accom- 
panied only by American  long- 
range fighters, 

R. A. F. Night Raids. 

The attack followed two succes- 
sive night forays into the same 
area of Germany by R. A. F. Mos- 
quito bombers. 

With the Americans’ end-of-the- 
month burst, the combined aerial 
operations of both the American 
and British heavy bomber groups 
for November reached the total! of 
21—one short of the war’s greatest 
offensive month in August. 

Last night’s Mosquito raid on 
Germany and intruder missions on 
Nazi airfields in France and Hol- 
land were carried out without a 
loss. 

American Marauder medium 
bombers and R. A. F. Typhoons 
bombed Nazi airdromes in Belgium 
yesterday while British Mosquitos 
attacked an unspecified railway 
center in Northwest Germany. 
R. A. F. airmen also blasted enemy 
shipping off Brest.. 

Allied losses in all these opera- 
tions were listed officially as 13 
heavy bombers—F lying Fortresses 
—and 18 fighters, of which 16 were 
American. A total of 45 enemy 
aircraft was reported destroyed— 
35 during the assault on Bremen. 


65 Below Zero. 

Flying Fortresses which made 
the 800-mile round trip to Bremen 
encountered temperatures of 65 de- 
grees below zero in the substrato- 
sphere. It was the coldest weather 
the American bomber crews have 
endured in this theater and return- 
ing airmen described the extreme 
icing conditions which -they en- 
countered as more of a hazard 
than the few German planes which 
challenged them. 

Four flyers were hospitalized for 
frostbite: one with a nipped fin- 
ger, another with a frozen ankle, 
and two with frostbitten faces

Yank Supplies 
Sold in Italy on 
Black Market

NAPLES, Nov. 30 (AP). — A 
soldier’s purchase of a dozen bot- 
tles of cheap wine led today to 
the arrest of what police believe 
ae the key men in an Italian 
“black market” ring which has 


been dealing mainly in American. 


Army rations, tires, gasoline and 
other articles valued at thousands 
of dollars. 

An undisclosed number. of 
American soldiers and military 
truck drivers have also been ar- 
rested. 

The sale of Government property 
to Italians has been under inves- 
tigation for more than a month. 
Allied Military Government inspec- 
tors, working with the Italian 
police, made some arrests in what 
was obviously an organized ring, 
but were unable to track down the 
heads of the organization. 

Soldier’s Complaint. 


Over the week end a British sol- 
dier went into a small shop and 


bought a dozen bottles of wine. 

He told AMG police he thought 
the price was exorbitant and the 
wipe tasted “a bit odd.” 
sis showed that the wine was one 
of the cheapest known brands and 
that it had been bolstered with 
methylated syrup. 

The soldier led an inspector back 
to the shop. They found it com- 
pletely stocked with the labels for 
virtually every well-known brand 
of wine and spirits in existence, as 
well as bottles, corks and leadfoil 
caps. 

Barrels of chemicals and adult- 
erants were found in the “bottling 
room.” 

Owner Arrested. 

The owner and some workmen 
were arrested. Under questioning 
they admitted that the shop was 
part of a black. market ring. The 
proprietor offered to lead AMG 
police to “something more impor- 
tant,” he said. 

Three small storehouses stocked 
with cases of American Army ra- 
tions, gasoline, shoes, clothing. 
white flour and various types of 
mechanical equipment were found. 
Three trucks worked all day Mon- 
day removing the articles. 

In the meantime the Italians 
who are believed to have headed 
the ring were found and arrested. 
They said they had bought the 
goods in small quantities at a time 
from Army truck drivers. 

The truck drivers face a court 
martial.

The 
charge drove the Germans, back 
eight miles west of Cherkasy and 
1500 Nazis fell before the Red 
Army guns, the communique an- 
nounced. Soviet troops stormed 
into Russkaya-Polyana and four 
other towns, including Dubeyevka, 
near the rail junction of Smela. 

(Russian forces have pierced the 
German defense lines at Cherkasy 
and have reduced to less than five 
miles in width the corridor linking 
the Nazi garrison within the city 
and German forces holding the 
area between Cherkasy and Krem-

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ALLIES SET RELIEF 
POLICY: 4 GROUPS 
TO BEGIN TASK OF 
HELPING MILLIONS 


Final Adoption of Pro- 
gram Week Ahead of 
Schedule — Political 
Use of Aid Barred, Un- 
invaded to Foot Bill. 


ATLANTIC CITY, Nov. 30 (AP). 
— The sctual work of feeding, 
doctoring and sheltering the mil- 
lions who will be left in the wake 


ef the war machines began today 
with meetings of the four major 
standing committees which will 
plot the work for the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration. 

They were at work a week 
ahead of schedule, due to the un- 
expected speed with which dele- 
gates from 43 nations were able 
to come to an agreement which 
was climaxed yesterday by final 
adoption of a policy which will 
govern the expenditure of two to 
two and a half billion dollars for 
the relief and rehabilitation of the 
War zones. 

Delegates arrived at the follow- 
ing agreements on policy: 

1. There must be no political 
use of relief supplies, and no dis- 
crimination among those who re- 
ceive them, whether for race, 
creed, color, or political belief. 

2. Nations who have not been 
invaded will foot the bill (roughly 
the British Commonwealth and 
the Western Hemisphere), but 
the principle has been accepted 
that those European nations with 
foreign exchange balances, ofr 
with income producing colonies, 
will pay for all the relief given 
them. In addition, the other na- 
tions have expressed the desire to 
assist as soon as they are able to 
produce surpluses beyond their 
immediate relief needs. 

Axis Must Pay for Aid. 

3. The Axis countries—Germany 
and its satellites—will be expected 
to pay not only for the relief work 
done in their areas, but nations 
which they have looted will be 
permitted to search their caches 
for the treasures removed, wheth- 
er art treasures or industrial ma- 
chinery. 

4. The rehabilitation group can 
do nothing inside any country 
without the consent of the country 
and all the war-weary people of 
Europe must get absolutely fair 
treatment during the relief period, 
whether their governments have 
gold balances to expend, or not. 

This provision was written into 
the agreement, it was said, because 
it is expected that as Europe is 
liberated the world supplies will 
still be short of needs. 

And, otherwise, the countries 
with foreign balances — such as 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands 
—might have gone into world mar- 
kets to buy at any price, thereby 
bidding up world prices, resulting 
in two economic evils: world price 
inflation, and a flow of goods which 
could not be charted, 

Advance Reports on Buying. 

As it stands, every country is 
chmmitted to reporting either to 
the United Nations group, or to 
the British-American purchasing 
boards which are now buying for 
the war, what they have in stored 
food, and what they intend to buy. 

The result, it is hoped, will mean 
a general exchange of facts con- 
cerning buying which will make it 
possible to see that all countries— 
whether still at war in the Far 
East, or at peace, whether the 
country has a gold balance or not 
—will enjoy an equal share of the 
world supplies, expected to be short 
until the collapse of Japan. 

5. Through the work of one com- 
mittee it was decided that UNRRA 
must fit into the general picture of 
a world at war, rather than exist 
as an independent agency, due to 
the fact that its operations are ex- 
pected to start in Europe before 
the war ends in the Far: East. 

This committee decided that 
whether a liberated country gets 
its aid through the agency, or goes 
into the market independently to 
buy, it must report its movements 
either to the group, or to the Brit- 
ish- American purchasing boards. 

The boards already have allocat- 
ing power for materials that are 
scarce and the Allied group is giv- 
en the power to criticise a pur- 
chase which might eat into some 
material much in need. 

6. The countries which will foot 
the bill are expected to contribute 
1 per cent of the national] income, 
in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1943. The formula makes the 
Tinited States’ contribution $1,356,- 
000,000, a sum which, it is expected, 
will be requested in payments from 
the United States Treasury, spaced 
over two years.

Harmon's Family Attends Mass of

erance this year from the list of 
men “missing in action.” 

First of the family to hear of the 
24-year-old Lieutenant’s safety was

GRIPSHOLM WITH REPATRIATES

1236 United States nationals and 
221 Canadians interned by the Jap- 
anese after Pearl Harbor.

SUIT TO BAR PRICE CEILINGS 
ON VITAMINS IS DISMISSED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP). 
—Justice Jennings Bailey of Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court dismissed 
today an injunction suit brought 
by 13 large drug and chemical 
companies to restrain the Office 
of Price Administration from is- 
suing a maximum price order for 
packaged vitamins and vitamin 
products. 

He upheld an OPA motion which 
declared the court did not have 
jurisdiction because of the Emer- 
gency Price Control Act. Justice 
Bailey also denied a motion for 
a temporary restraining order 
made by the firms. 

The injunction suit, filed last 
week, claimed the drug companies 
would suffer irreparable loss 
through any maximum price regu- 
lation. It contended the prices 
of vitamins had not risen nor do 
not threaten to rise, but had tend- 


ed to decrease since Oct. 1, 1942. 
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U.S. HAD AIRFIELD 
ON TARAWA IN USE 
WITHIN FOUR DAYS 


Knox Discloses That Sea- 
bees Started Work 
Soon After First Wave 
of Marines Landed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP). 
—Within four days after the ini- 
tial attack on the Japanese at 
Tarawa in the Gilbert Islands the 
Americans had an air field in use, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox dis- 
closed at a news conference today, 

Figures on the American losses, 
he said, have not been received 
here. He repeated that “fighting 
was very bitter,” implying as he 
had before that heavy losses 
should be expected. 

Knox said the Navy’s construc- 
tion men, the Seabees, went to 
work on the airstrip shortly after 
the first wave of Marines had 
landed. 

Asked about the reason for 
heavy losses, Knox called attention 
ito reports that one of the assault 
waves of Marines ran into trouble 
| when wind and sea _ conditions 
changed unexpectedly and they 
became hung on a reef while ex- 
posed to heavy fire from the Jap- 
anese shore. 

He said preparations for the 
landings were thorough, with 
heavy aerial and naval bombard- 
ment preceding them. Our forces 
did not underestimate Japanese 
strength on Tarawa, he said. 

Knox also said the United Na- 
tions had made good all merchant 
ship tonnage losses, since the 
start of the European war, by 
last Thanksgiving day. He gave 
no figures but said the tonnage 
losses were from all causes—sub- 
marines, attacks from the air and 
all other types. 


THOMAS CLEARED OF CHARGE 
OF TEXAS LABOR VIOLATION 


HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 30 (AP).

JAPS BREAK.INTO CHANGTE®, 
CHINESE ‘RICE BOWL’ CITY 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
The Japanese have smashed into 
Changteh, vital “rice bowl” city, 
after an “ail-out” attack launched 
with support of planes, artillery 
and gas, the Chinese high com- 
mand announced tonight. 

The enemy’s entry into the city 
opened the prospect of a pincers 
movement on Changsha, from 
Changteh and Yochow, west of 
Tungting Lake.

Today’s German communique

Germans Trying to Get 
Destitute Out of City to 
Prevent ‘Infection’ of 
Those Staying.

BERN, Nov. 30.—All the German 
genius for organization has been 
mobilized to repair damage done 
to Berlin by Allied raiders and as- 
sist the homeless. This immense 
task has been handed to three 
principal organizations—the Ger- 
man Army, the party Katastrofen- 
iensatz (disaster relief) and the 
police. The wehrmacht is still 
busy extinguishing fires and dis- 
tributing food to the destitute. 
Roofless Berliners receive a daily 
ration of hot soup, fruit, con- 
densed milk, bread and coffee. 

The Katastrofeniensatz has the 
task of evacuating the population 
as quickly as possible, since more 
air raids are expected. The entire 
transport of the town hag been mo- 
bilized for evacuees. The main aim 
is to rid the town of demoralized 
masses of destitute who might “in- 
fect” those who remain. 

The police, on the other hand, 
are busy distributing “green cards” 
to bombed out people, entitling 
them to present themselves to the 
relief organization, which feeds, 
clothes and evacuaies them. 

A Budapest dispatch to La Suisse 
of Geneva says the SS organ, Das 
Schwarze Korps, violently attacked 
Germans who mention the Allied 
aerial attacks on Berlin in their 
letters to soldiers at the front.

The OPA maximum price sched-

Dealers pointed out that most of 
their business is in wild rabbits 
that have been hog-dressed—that 
is rabbits from which only the en- 
trails have been removed. They

An OPA price specialist said the 
ruling was “a little confusing” in 
that it provided no wholesale price 
schedule for wild rabbits. The 
pound price schedule and the range 
of prices for dressed and un- 
dressed meat, he said, apply only 
to domestic rabbits. Dealers will 
simply have to figure out the mat- 
ter for themselves because the rul- 
ing stipulates only that wild rab- 
bits, fully dressed, cannot be sold 
for more than 40 cents eact at re- 
tail, he said. 

When the market opened today 
the equivocal situation resulted in 
a wholesale price range of 33 to 41 
cents a head for hog-dressed wild 
rabbits. The top price was in line 
with recent quotations this season. 
The low price represented sales by 
dealers determined “to play safe.”

PEACE TALK VIEWED 
AS NAZI STRATEGY

WASHINGTON; Nov. 30 (AP).— 
Talk of German peace overtures 
was viewed here today as indicat- 
ing that Nazi leaders have 
launched a propaganda offensive to 
counter the expected big news 
from the conference of President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and Premier Stalin. 

The agreements which may be 
announced by the “big three” on 
the European war must be of ut- 
most concern to the Nazis because 
of their effect on the next crucial 
months of the conflict. During 
those months Germany, while de- 
void of all hope of victory, may 
still try for a peace short of un- 
conditional surrender. 

Secretary of State Hull said yes- 
terday that peace talk was intend- 
ed to cause overconfidence in the 
Allied camp and thus impair the 
war effort. 

Some political experts feel that a 
timely appeal to Germany and the 
Axis-dominated peoples, now that 
the Russian armies are approach- 
ing their borders, might help bring 
about their surrender. 

Judging by various Allied com- 
mitments for the punishment of 
those responsible for the war, Ger- 
many’s Nazi leaders can expect no 
mercy for themselves. Their sole 
aim, therefore, must be to keep 
the war going as long as possible, 
hoping for an unpredictable break 
in their favor or some means of 
saving their own necks. 

It is this fact that makes peace 
rumors sound like pure propa- 
ganda rather than indications of 
real possibilities. American au- 
thorities say the Nazis still control 
Germany and until that control 
can be wrested from their hands— 
by an army or popular revolt—no 
other group inside Germany can

Bread Subsidies to Prevent 
Rise in Price Start Tomorrow 


Payments on Wheat 


Designed to Relieve 


Squeeze on Millers, Give Flour to 
Bakers at Present Levels. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
The Administration’s bread 
sidy program, designed to prevent 
retail per loaf price increases in 
this staple, will be put into effect 
tomorrow. 

The Defense Supplies Corpora- 
tion today announced a series of 
subsidy payment rates on various 
grades of wheat effective Dec. 1, 
to relieve a price squeeze on ‘mill- 
ers, and go that the latter may 


continue to sell flour for bread to 
the baker at prevailing levels. 

This subsidy schedule, to be paid 
at the mill, was announced: 

Hard wheat ground outside of 
the Pacific Coast area—6 cents a 
bushel, 

Soft wheat ground outside the 
Pacific coast area—5% cents a 
bushel, 

Durum wheat ground outside 
the Pacific Coast—6 cents a bushel. 

All wheat ground in the Pacific 
Coast area—l14 cents a bushel. 

Rates Continue Indefinitely. 

The rates, DSC said, will con- 
tinue in effect during December 
“and until further notice.” Pay- 
ments will be made on the amount 
of wheat ground during a calendar 
month. 

DSC said the schedule repre- 
sented the difference between the 
wheat price used by the Office of 
Price Administration as the basis 
for flour price ceilings and the 
current wheat markets. 

DSC, a subsidiary of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, is 
financing this subsidy program, 
which the Office of Economic 
Stabilization has estimated will 
cost “no more than $9,000,000 a 
month.” OES said that, without 
it, an alternative increase in the

American Flying Fortresses and 
B-26s delivered a heavy attack on 
the airport and railroad yards at 
Grosseto, 80 miles north of Rome, 
and American Mitchells bombed 
roads, railways and bridges at 
Giulianova, a communications cen- 
ter north of Pescara on the Adri- 
atic Coast. 

A few hours earlier Royal Air 
Force Bostons made a night attack 
on harbor installations at Pescara, 
bombing and strafing both north 
and south of the town, hitting a 
railway junction and starting sev- 
eral fires.

Kiev Coming to Life Again as Reds 
Begin Repair of Ruin Left by Nazis 


Inhabitants Returning, and Services Being 
Restored—City Looted, Blasted, Burned, 
but Less Smashed Than Others.

S the Red Army relentlessly pushed the Germans in October to- 
Awe the Dnieper line, it was given a very difficult assignment. 

Kiev, the Army command said, must be taken with as little 
damage as possible. 

The Ukrainian capital today {is a monument to the skill with 
which that task was undertaken. It is a burned, stripped and ex- 
hausted city, but it has more on which to build for the future than 
any other great Russian community that has been under Nazi occu- 
pation. 


It is nonsense to talk about the 
absence of destruction. Any 
American visitor newly-arrived 
from a country where it is nor- 
mal to have window panes and 
roofs would be appalled at the fire- 
blackened wreckage and_ rubble 
heap that once was this city’s 
center and at the split shell of 
the famous Uspensky Cathedral, 
its ancient frescoes, designed for 
a dimly-lit interior, now strangely 
bright in the dull gray light of 
the open air. 

Compared with Kharkov, which 
was twice methodically burned; 
with Stalingrad or with Rzhev, 
where savage fighting raged for 
months, or the towns of Kursk, 
Voronezh or Rostov, Kiev is rela- 
tively in better shape, 


Nazi Miscalculation. 


The explanation is difficult to 
find. There seems to have been 
no change in the plans of Hitler's 
army to leave a desert zone be- 
hind it as it is driven back 
toward Germany. What appar- 
ently happened was a_ée serious 
underestimation of the power with 
which the Red Army crossed the 
Dnieper. 

The Nazi command, it is be- 
lieved, was ready to fight to hold 
the center of Kiev. On Sept. 24 
almost the entire urban area was 
declared a_ restricted zone from 
which the populace must be evac- 
uated immediately. But at the last 
moment the situation sharply 


relied to hold the Dnieper line. 

The threat to German forces in 
the city developed suddenly. Ger- 
man bureaucrats still were at 
work in Kiev offices on Nov. 5 
when they realized that only a 
narrow escape corridor remained 
to the west. That night, they car- 
ried out a hastily-organized de 
molition before the Red Army ar- 
rived at 6 o'clock the following 
morning. 

University buildings on Korolen- 
ko street which had previously 
| been stripped, including the well- 
known zoological collection and 
part of its unique metal cornices, 
were dynamited and burned. The 
torch was applied to the Palace 
Hotel on Shevchenko boulevard. 
Power and water services which 
had never functioned on more than 
the most limited basis during the 
entire occupation were fully de 
stroyed. 

The railroad viaduct was brought 
crashing down across the main 
road leading out of the city to the 
north. Farther west, the Bolshevik 
machine construction factory, 
which the Germans had turned 
into a tank repair depot, was blast- 
ed to bits. A number of buildings 
in the Lipky residential section, 
where the Germans were quar- 
tered, were fired.

Sabotage by Congress 


The cold reception given to Secretary Morgen- 
thau yesterday by the Senate Finance Committee, 
which is adamant against raising the tax sights 
from the $2,140,000,000 of the House bill to the 
10% billions the Treasury Secretary considers 
necessary, is no°isolated phenomenon, but the 
newest in a series of evidences that Congress is 
unwilling to face squarely up to the hard facts 
in the fight against inflation. 

Three major bulwarks stand between the Amer- 
ican people and the grievous damage inflation 
would cause. They are (1) the control of prices, 
(2) the control of wages, (3) the siphoning off of 
excess purchasing power: through taxation. It 
is a cause for national concern that one after 
the other, in steady succession, every one of 
these bulwarks is being sabotaged by Congress. 

Control of prices was sabotaged when the 
House voted last week, by more than 2% to l, 
to abandon the subsidy method, though it could 
suggest no other means of controlling the price 
the consumer must pay for food, and though 
there is in fact nothing that will take the place 
of subsidies. 

Control of wages was recommended for sabo- 
tage when a subcommittee of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee approved the Truman 
resolution, which would go over the head of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Director Vinson and grant 
a flat 8-cent pay increase for railroad employes. 

Now the tax-siphon method of control is being 
sabotaged by a House and by a Senate Finance 
Committee which lack the political courage to 
deal in realities, and which are fumbling around 
in a dream world where there is no war, no 
danger that prices and wages may get out of 
hand, and therefore no need for the war taxes 
Secretary Morgenthau is demanding. 

What does Congress propose, after turning its 
back on the considered counsel of all its advisers? 
Nothing at all. In place of sifbsidies, which 
control prices, it proposes nothing. In place of 
the Little Steel formula, whith controls wages, 
it proposes nothing. In place of high taxes, 
which control dangerous income surpluses, it 
proposes nothing. 

OPA says Congress is wrong. The Economic 
Stabilization Director says Congress is wrong. 
The Treasury Department says Congress is wrong. 
Can it be that, in this vital difference of opin- 
ion, every authority under the sun can be wrong 
with the single shining exception of Congress? 

The answer is that it cannot. Congress is 
letting the public down, and badly. It is letting 
down its own agencies, its own counselors and 
its own legislation. 

A realistic policy toward inflation may appear 
{mpolitic in the short run. To some members 
of Congress, it may seem more prudent to risk 
the rigors of prices running wild than to entertain 
opinions that displease the farm bloc, or 1,000,000 
railroad employes, or large taxpayers. 

In the long run, it may turn out that the 
largest and most politically potent bloc in the 
country ig the consumer bloc, which is neither 
larger nor smaller than the population. As 
Walter Lippmann remarked a few days ago, the 
Republican party is missing a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to gain political kudos by giving up the 
tactic of obstructionism and coming out with 
affirmative policies on the price-control front. 

The virtually solid Republican vote in the 
House for destruction of the subsidy program— 
only 15 of the 117 votes for subsidies came from 
the Republican side—indicates how far the party 
has been willing to go to embarrass the adminis- 
tration, even at a ruinous cost to the public. 

One of these days the voters and price-payers, 
who are one and the same, will speak up on the 
subject, and when they do, it will be well ‘for a 
Representative or Senator *to have been on the 
right side of the inflation issue all along. 
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Hitler Can Be Answered 


Hitler has brought up his last argument for 
keeping the German people in the war, and has 
fired it in one brief broadside: “The nation that 
loses this war will cease to exist.” 

No more talk of empire or living space or 
glory. Only the stark, elemental plea of a battle 
for survival, with the slogan, “Victory or anni- 
hilation.” 

Nevertheless, it is a powerful argument. Though 


many Germans must by now consider their 


Fuehrer’s cause a hopeless one, the fearsome pic- 
ture he paints of “the barbarity of the steppes” 
sweeping them to destruction will nerve the 
doubters to further efforts, 

This is the cue for the Allies to speak out in 
plain words that will reach every corner of the 
Reich, making plain that unconditional surrender 
does not mean destruction. The only way to 
refute Hitler’s compelling thesis is a joint state- 
ment reiterating the war aims of smashing the 
Nazis, destroying German militarism and punish- 
ing the war criminals, while pledging decent 
treatment for the rank and file if they help in 
the overthrow of Hitlerism. The specter of 
fear that keeps the German masses in the war 
can be dissipated by such an assurance. It is the 
only effective answer to Hitler’s last-ditch plea. 
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Is it possible that the shortage in alcoholic

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BBC Gags the Gag-men 


The British Broadcasting Corporation, which 
has never been a serious contender for Punch’s 
title as first wit of England, has now come out 
openly in favor of the gloomy countenance, the 
furrowed brow, the voice with a groan. It has 
put a gag on gags. No more joking, says BBC, 
about the American Army, about any of the fem- 
inine branches of the armed services, about in- 
toxicating drinks, or about the American South- 
ern accent. 

The edict strikes us as an unfair labor prac- 
tice, putting humor definitely in the class of the 
sweated industries. Gooduess only knows how 
hard the British radio artiste will have to per- 
spire in order to be funny under these new taboos, 
but we should think it would be plenty. 

In the United States, such a blow could be 
fatal. Here, entire radio careers have been 
founded upon jokes about the United States Army, 
to say nothing of jokes about the feminine branch- 
es, wherever found. :

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A Republican Surge in Italy 

“Viva Republica! Republica!” they cried in Na- 
ples, shouting down the conservative old philos- 
opher Benedetto Croce when he argued for pre- 
serving the monarchy by establishment of a re- 
gency. With the same cheer they answered Count 
Carlo Sforza when he said, in the same public 
meeting, and with the fervor of a man whose 
cause is ever fresh and was never counterfeit, 
“The King must go.”

By every test, right sides with the Italians 
who want to throw out the malodorous old witches’ 
brew of monarchy. Military expediency dictates 
approval of their aims, since Italian soldiers un- 
der the blighted little King have had no heart 
for anti-Fascist fighting in such places as Corsi- 
ca and Lero, The moral right of slaves to be 
rid of their oppressors is the justice that argues 
for hastening the creation of a republic. The war

Pointed Questions by O’Mahoney 


The Senate Judiciary Committee was ready to 
follow the example of its counterpart in the House 
by approving the bill to exempt insurance com- 
panies from the anti-trust laws when Senator 
O’Mahoney brought up a few questions that made 
all concerned stop and think. His warning against 
“hasty action” has been heeded, and there will 
be another public hearing, to search for the an- 
swers to the Senator’s pointed queries, 

How is the insurance business conducted, any- 
way? This was one of O’Mahoney’s inquiries. Cer- 
tainly Congress ought to know before voting it 
a grant of immunity from an important Federal 
law. Should Congress declare if a matter of no 
concern, he asked, whether the companies engage

Broken Promise by White.Men 
Is Theme of Novel About China 


“The Promise,” by Pearl S. Buck. (John Day Ca. 

New York.) 

The promise was that the white men, the 
Americans and the English, would come to 
the help of China. The promise was not 
kept. But when the white men, hard 
pressed by the Japs in Burma, needed help, 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, his faith in 
his allies unshaken, sent his best divisions 
to their support, though it seemed a hope- 
less mission. After days of grinding hard- 
ships on the march, the Chinese came to 
the Burma border, only to be held there 
more days waiting for onders from the 
Americans and English, who seemed dis- 
inclined to accept the help that had been 
sent. 

It was not until Rangoon was in flames 
and Burma was lost and the white men 
surrounded that the Chinese were permitted 
to entgr the battle. In a desperate stand, 
they held back the enemy while the white 
men retreated across a bridge, but when 
the Chinese would have escaped by the 
same means, they found that the white 
men, after crossing the bridge, had de- 
stroyed it. And nearly all the Chinese were 
wiped out, 


This is the indictment that Pearl Buck, 
speaking through the characters of her 
story, brings against the white men in the 
Burma campaign. There may have been 
excuses for the blunders and confusion 
which may appear when the full story of 
the disastrous campaign is told, but the 
Chinese ascribe it to the arrogance of the 
white men and their disinclination to accept- 
the Asiatics as brothers in arms. 

Mrs, Buck, as would be expected, accepts 
the Chinese point of view and presents it 
bitterly, leaving to historians the presenta- 
tion of the other side of the case, if there 
is another side, 

One of the leaders that Chiang Kai-shek 
sent on the hopeless expedition was Lao 
San, the third son of farmer Ling Tan, 
well remembered from “Dragon Teeth,” re- 
named Sheng in token of his valor. Along, 
too, went Wel Mayli, the diplomat’s daugh- 
ter, who wanted to be near Sheng, and ro- 
mance develops between them, with an im 
plied happy ending. 

The tale is told in the stately biblical 
English that the author employed in “The 
Good Earth.” The style belonged to the 
pastoral simplicity of that other story, but 
it seems rather out of place under the stress 
of marching and fighting and fleeing. The 
thought patterns and speech are those of 
Pearl Buck rather than of the characters,

These two books show what a profu- 
sion of new subjects the war has brought, 
with such cartoonable subjects as Army re- 
cruits, rationing, Waca, the maid problem, 
air-raid wardens, Nazis in retreat and Jape 
explaining defeats. On the whole, the art- 
ists do better with the new topics than with 
the threadbare old ones. 

Each of these books of representative 
comic art from recent magazines is good 
for pleasant relaxation from the serious 
business of the times.

Government by popular polls is 
in*itself a degeneration of repre- 
sentative government, tending to 
undermine both responsibility and 
authority, and degrade the moral 
and intellectual level of the legis- 
lative body, laying it more and 
more open to organized pressures. 

The historic concept of popular 
government was that the people 
should choose from among them- 
selves the most qualified person, 
and entrust him with representing 
both their interests and the in- 
terests of the genera] welfare. He 
was supposed to use his own judg- 
ment and subject himself and his 
policies to subsequent confirmation 
or defeat at the elections. 

But re-election rapidly became 
more important to many of our 
legislators and party leaders than 
statesmanship. Instead of using 
their own judgment, attempting to 
gee each separate issue and inter- 
est in relations to an over-all view 
‘of the national welfare, they be- 
came close and shrewd students 
of their fan mail, and, as a result, 
pawns in the hands of the best 
organized pressure groups. In- 
stead of making policies and 
standing ready on their two feet 
to defend those policies against 
all comers, risking their political 
careers on the wisdom and dis- 
interestedness of their judgment, 
they became mere recorders of 
transitory popular trends. 
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What Moves Congress. 

E see the results of this in 

congressional failures ade- 
quately to deal with all the prob- 
lems in which the welfare of the 
nation is incompatible with the 
interests of powerful groups; in 
their unwillingness to offend pow- 
erfully organized farmers or work- 
ers or industrialists. Responsibil- 
ity for all necessary but unpopu- 
lar measures is more and more 
put upon the executive branch, as 
is subsequent and inevitable fail- 
ure to find just and workable so- 
lutions for major national neces- 
sities. 

The problem of government is 
always the problem of responsibil- 
ity and authority. The breakdown 
of authority in democracies has al- 
ways ended in the breakdown of 
democracy itself, in the long run. 


. . * 

But there is one branch of gov- 
ernment to which authority has al- 
ways been delegated, and that is 
the defense of the nation. The 
people determine all the great 
issues—the issue for instance of 
peace or war. But the conduct of 
a war is entrusted to completely 
authoritarian institutions — the 
army and navy.

These are not democratic bodies, 
in the ordinary sense of the word. 
They are strictly hierarchical, in 
which each man is obedient to his 
superior and each officer to his 
superiors. Responsibility ig strict- 
ly fixed, and cannot be waived. The 
apirit of an army can be demo- 
cratic or aristocratic, humane or 
brutal, and its rules are fixed in 
many laws. But its forms and au- 
thorities are exact, and its pro- 
cedures controlled. 
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Law of Armies. 

O armies in the world depart 

from this law of armies. The 
army of the Socialist Soviet Union 
is no exception, for instance, Since 
this war began great changes 
have occurred enhancing the pres- 
tige and authority of the officers’ 
corps. The officers are distin- 
guished from their men by ever- 
greater differences of uniform and 
privilege. No theory has dictated 
this, but only experience. 

In the midst of the battle of 
Stalingrad the command was 
changed, and that terrible battle, 
decisive for Russia and for all of 
us, was won by officers who dared 
demand of their men the impos- 
sible and demand it with a rigor 
of discipline and _ ruthlessness 
toward the common soldier which 
only officers prepared to _ steel 
their hearts to icyness in view of 
the terrible results of defeat were 
capable of commanding. . These 
officers had been, in turn, com- 
manded to hold Stalingrad at any 
and all costs, and they did. But 
the costs were terrible. 
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The decision of the case of Gen. 
Patton was in the hands of his 
superior. Gen. Eisenhower could 
have court-martialed Gen. Patton 
He also could choose another way 
to reprimand him. He chose an- 
other way, for reasons good and 
sufficient — reasons, incidentally, 
that the persons urged to write to 
Congress cannot possibly know. 

Gen. Eisenhower is universally 
known to be a man of the highest 
military and soctal virtues. No 
one has ever called him “Blood 
and Guts” Eisenhower; he is a dif- 
ferent type altogether from Gen. 
Patton. But it is precisely Gen. 
Eisenhower's authority—no longer 
Gen. Patton’s—that is now in ques- 
tion. If Congress, under popular 
pressure, demands the _ court- 
marital of Gen. Patton, it igs Gen. 
Eisenhower's prestige and authori- 
ty which is impugned, and if the 
officers’ corps of the American 
Army can be governed by the re- 
mote control of popular pressures 
of civilians on Congress, then God 
help our Army!

Capt. Yeandle’s Job. 

Primarily his assignment was to 
protect dams, power stations and 
industrial plants along 7100 miles 
of inland waterways, in a territory 
comprising the area between the 
Rockies and Appalachian Moun- 
tains, from possible sabotage. He 
also had the job of maintaining 
navigational aids to facilitate barge 
line transportation of more than 
100 million tons of essential ma- 
terials and commodities annually. 
He directly supervised the enlist- 
ment of thousands of men and 
women added to the service in the 
last two years. 

From his office in the Old Cus- 
toms House, he directed the opera- 
tions of a large fleet of patrol 
boats on the Mississippi, Missouri 
and Ohio rivers and their trib- 
utaries. He was concerned also 
with supervising ice-breaking op- 
erations, keeping river freight mov- 
ing during seasons when it ordi- 
narily would not be shipped by 
water. 

As senior naval officer in the 
St. Louis area, Capt. Yeandle took 
precedence at official ceremonies 
and prescribed the uniform of the 
day. An excellent speaker, he fre- 
quently represented the service at 
public meetings and he attended 
many conferences of shippers and 
rivermen. 

Prior to coming to St. Louis he 
was captain of ports in the Chesa- 
peake Bay district and was in 
charge of the seizure of interned 
German, Italian and Danish ships 
off Hampton Roads. He was pro- 
moted from commander to captain 
several months after arriving here. 
Exciting Career. 

A recepient of the Congressional 
Gold Life Saving Medal, for saving 
two men from drowning during a 
hurricane off the South Carolina 
coast while directing removal of

steamer Lexington, Capt. Yeandle 
had a varied and exciting career. 
Like many naval seamen, he came 
from an inland state, in his case 
a small Georgia town, but he saw 
service all over the globe.

Seal Patrol. His experiences in the 
Aleutians enabled him to prepare 
a book on navigation there which 
still is in official use.

The Debussy quartet was the 
prime feature of a rather short 
evening, being played for the most 
part with a nice precision and bal- 
ance and an agreeable texture. 
The writing for this quartet is re- 
markable not only because of the 
significant employment of its har- 
monies but also because of the 
special color qualities that are 
evoked from each instrument. Each 
performer, therefore, has the dou- 
ble obligation of making his con- 
tribution to the whole and at the 
same time maintaining his own 
identity. It is also a work of the 
most delicate and intricate design. 
The performance was successful in 
preserving the color and making 
clear the design. It was a good 
start for the season. 

The Beethoven “Cavatina” was 
played in memory of Albert Stoes- 
sel. It was not adagio, not espres- 
sivo and not sotto voce in its 
opening measure ag prescribed by 
the score. But the music is so 
powerful, so suggestive that this 
relatively uninspired-reading of the 
notes made its effect anyhow. 

The Gliere quartet in A Major 
was executed with considerable 
spirit. It was not however a very 
interesting.work, nor was its char- 
acter strengthened by frequent in- 
trusions of faulty intonation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
A quirk in the agreement between 


Interior Secretary Ickes and John 
L. Lewis—regarded in some quar- 
ters as an underlying fiction— 
came to the fore today on the basis 
of data prepared by the Solid Fuels 
Administration. 

It explains in part why coal 
prices are going up, even though 
the War Labor Board says it did 
not approve a wage increase. It 
indicates, too, why another coal 
crisis may be hatching. 

What the WLB approved was 
not a wage increase, but an in- 
crease in earnings. The WLB jus- 
tified its approval on the basis 
of an increased production time 
of one hour a day. But the in- 
crease in working time is based in 
part on an assumption, and there- 
in lies the asserted fiction. 
Predicts 8 Pct. More Production. 

Its extent is disclosed in a let- 
ter from Stabilization Director 
Fred M. Vinson to the OPA, au- 
thorizing price increases averaging 
17 cents a ton. Vinson said the 
Solid Fuels Administrator (Ickes) 
told him the increased labor costs 
resulting from the new wage 
agreement should be computed on 
an estimated “production increase 
of approximately 8 per cent by 
reason of the additional work time 
provided for in the agreement.” 

This 8 per cent increase in pro- 
duction is substantially short of 
the amout due from an additional 
normal hour of work. Mathemat- 
ically, the increase would be more 
than 14 per cent. In other words, 
Ickes now estimates he will get 
only 56 per cent or normial pro- 
duction for the additional hour for 
which the WLB approved wage 
payments at time and a half rates. 
Operators doubt it will be that 

high. 

Ickes’ aids, asked about this, ex- 
plained that a longer work day in- 
volves the fatigue factor, plus dif- 
ficulties in equipment, transporta- 
tion and schedules, particularly in 
mines which work on a three- 
shift, round-the-clock basis. 

One of the operators emerging 
from the wage conference which 
Ickes addressed yesterday said the 
Secretary was asked whether he 
expected to get an additional

No general increases are provid- 
ed for Districts 9, 10, 11, 15 and 
17 except for certain mine groups 
as follows: 

Districts 9, 10 and 11, Western 
Kentucky, Illinois and Indiana, are 
allowed 20 cents a net ton for en- 
tirely handloading mines. 

District 15, Missouri, Kansas, 
Northern Oklahoma and Texas, is 
permitted an increase of 25 cents 
on a ton for underground mines. 

District 17, Southern Colorado 
and part of New Mexico, is al- 
lowed 20 cents per ton more for 
unlerground mines without rail 
connections, 


80-Cent-a-Ton Rise in Coke Price 
Announced by OPA. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
announced yesterday an increase of 
80 cents a net ton in the ceiling 
prices for by-product foundry and 
blast furnace coke manufactured 
in the Central West. The increase, 
granted to cover increased labor 
and coal costs, is retroactive to 
Nov. 1. 

An increase of 80 cents a ton in 
the maximum prices for industrial 
and domestic by-product coke pro- 
duced in the same region will be 
announced soon, OPA said, 

The increase in prices is the 
first general adjustment since Ceil- 
ings were established. 

The higher prices include coke 
produced in Missouri and Illinois.

substantially exceeds. that, the 


final days before its liberation. The 
same thing had occurred during 
the first days after the Germans 
arrived in. 1941. It is generally 
believed, Bazhan said, that Rus- 
sian partisans or guerrillas man- 
aged to blow skyward the German 
command headquarters in a build- 
ing along the city’s famous 
Kreschatik, or main street. 

About the same time, for reasons 
no one yet is able to explain on 
other grounds than the psycho- 
pathy of Nazism, the eleventh cen- 
tury Uspensky Cathedral, once the 
holiest place of the Russian 
church, was blown up by the Nazis, 
and more recently a museum in the 
historic Lavra or monastery that 
crowns the hill near the river was 
practically destroyed by blast. The 
almost equally famous Sophia Ca- 
thedral in the city itself is un- 
damaged. 

One of the features that most

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
The Senate wrote into the service 
men’s vote bill today a _ require- 
ment that members of a bipartisan 
commission to supervise the ballot-| 
ing be appointed from lists of 
names submitted by the two major 
parties. 

The vote was 40 to 39 for the 
Republican-sponsored amendment, 
which was defeated by a 33-to-33 
tie vote in the first test yesterday. 
Adoption came after a 48-to-38 vote 
for reconsideration. 

In reversing yesterday’s action,

HE only men’s fashion notes worth attention 
right now concern the smart, smooth-finish 
khaki fabrics trimmed with brass buttons 
which are so popular with outdoor men. A good 
deal of dark blue is 
also being worn and 
olive drab is seen 
frequently at the 
Southern Pacific 

watering spots. 
However, even ci- 
villian males have 
got to encase their 
ineffectual limbs in 
something or other, 
and it is mildly in- 
teresting to see that 
gents’ wear this 
Me autumn is entering 
the first faint beginning of an age of reason. 
That is, some of the winter clothing on the 
current ‘market seems actually to have been de- 
signed for wear in winter.

IN THE TEMPERATE zone—a name ap- 
plied by science to areas where summers are 
tropic and winters arctic—the average civilized 
inhabitants get through the seasons chiefly by 
means of will power.

NOR HAVE IMPROVEMENTS of his lot in- 
terested him in recent years. The useful and or- 
mamental earmuff evoked his scorn. He raised 
eyebrows at the shaggy, comfortable mitten. 
Parka hoods he deemed to be the stuff of child- 
hood. Because his mind was full of dark memo-. 
ries of long woolen underwear, he forgot that 
reform might be possible without retrogression. 

But this autumn something which may be 
associated with the echo of armed might in the 
salons has impelled tailors and manufacturers 
to a new hardihood, It is possible to buy, on 
virtually any city shopping street, clothes which 
are warm and tough and cheap.

braised with vegetables. The prin- 
ciples of perfect braising consist 
of careful browning in a small 
amount of fat, adding a small 
amount of water and the season- 
ings, cooking at the simmering 
point until meat is tender, then 
adding the vegetables and cook- 
ing until just done. Enough gravy 
should be on the vegetables for 
the most appealing service, 

Braised Oxtails, 


One large oxtail (one and one- 
half pounds), two _ tablespoons 
flour, one tablespoon fat, one and 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one whole 
clove, one-fourth bay leaf, two 
cups water, one-half medium onion, 
sliced thin, five small carrots, 
slicéd, two small white turnips, 
sliced or one cup green beans, cut 
in one-inch length, two tablespoons 
flour, one-fourth cup water, one 
beef bouillon cube, 

Have your butcher cut the oxtail 
into one-inch pieces, Wipe meat 
with a damp cloth, roll in flour 
and brown on all sides in the hot 
fat. Add salt, clove, bay leaf and 
water, Heat to boiling, cover 
tightly, reduce heat and simmer 
until meat is tender (two to three 
hours depending on tenderness of 
meat). Add vegetables, cover and 
simmer until vegetables are ten- 
der, or about 20 to 25 minutes. 
Make a paste of flour and one- 
fourth cup water and add to gravy 
stirring. Add bouillon cube, satir- 
ring until dissolved. Remove to 
hot serving dish and serve imme- 
diately. (The meat may be re- 
moved from the bones if desired.)

UST as soon as a child begins 
Jie spend money he should be 

put on an allowance and taught 
its use and its meaning. Beginning 
with the youngster who wants a 
penny or a nickel for candy and 
ending with the young person who 
is in college, the allowance should 
be used as an educational force. 

Using money should bring a 
child in touch with the family life, 
its financial strength, its hopes, 
needs and habits, That set of 
facts and experiences sets a sound 
foundation for the experiences he 
will meet outside home. The use 
of money touches, modifies, guides 
and forces people’s thinking and 
conduct, That is why a child’s al- 
lowance is more than the simple 
matter of giving him a bit of 
money to spend, 

Even a ‘little child can learn 
that his spent money stays spent 
and does not return at his wish 
to buy his new want. That is a 
deep and lasting lesson and a val- 
uable one if he learns it. 

When a child spends his all in 
one sweeping gesture, he must not 
be given an advanced amount, He 
must go without and take the in- 
convenience that it brings upon 
him as a lesson in correct use of 


his funds, Let no sympathy for 
his plight cause you to break that 
rule. 

When a child is able to go to 
the store and buy an article he 
should be given experience in buy- 
ing. First he should buy under 
supervision, then independently. 
His astuteness is surprising once 
he understands what is going on.

T the present time, we are all 
A concerned with the question of 

juvenile delinquency. It is fn- 
teresting to have a report of one 
of the national agencies which can 
greatly contribute to the solution 
of this question. 

Boys Clubs of America, Inc., has 
been for more than 50 years one 
of the leading agencies working 
with boys and now has 250 clubs 
throughout the United States, 
which have a membership of over 
a quarter of a million boys. Ex- 
President Hoover is president of 
the board of directors. Mr. J. Ed- 
gar Hoover has recently become a 
member of the board, and Mr, 
David Armstrong is executive di- 
rector. : 

Recognizing their responsibility 
since the war, they have inaugu- 
rated a new five-point program: 

1. To increase their boy member- 
ships and to establish new clubs 
in crowded areas, 

2. To include more activities in 
the regular program so as to offer 
a wide variety of interest to boys 
from 6 to 18. 

8. To increase the guidance of- 
fered to individual boys. 

Points four and five deal with 
increasing the interest and sup- 
port of the public, so that the 
above objectives may be achieved 
and that there may be more co- 
operation with all other agencies 
working along the same lines. 
They stress particularly the home, 
the church, the school and the 
other social agencies. This is a 
program, of course, which aims to 
prevent delinquency so that we 
shall not need to reform young 
criminals, 

They are planning to keep their 
clubs open during the afterschool 
and evening hours and there are 
no membership restrictions of age, 
race, creed or nationality. In in- 
dustrial areas, club buildings will 
be opened for young workers com- 
ing off the graveyard shift. Activ- 
ities for older boys, such as dances 
and teen-age canteens, which will 
include the girls, are being in- 


creased. I wish that these last 
activities would spread to all of 
our school buildings as well. 


Yesterday’s papers noted that a 
number of young girls from rural 
areas are drifting into New York 
City and that nothing is being done 
to look after them. A program 
where they could go with other 
young workers for decent enter- 
tainment would be a help, 


I believe that, if one could find 
the right women as hostesses in 
these clubs and schools, much 
could be done. Someone in whom 
young people would confide easily 
and who has a sympathetic under- 
standing of the problems facing 
youth today, might save many a 
youngster from hard and devastat- 
ing experiences. ‘

Taking the Guesswork Out of Going to Work Decter on 


Clinic Strives to Make Every Stephens College Girl 'Most Likely to Succeed’

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 29. 


R. DOROTHY POLLOCK'S 

job is to see that every girl 

who graduates from Stephens 
College can justly be labeled 
“most likely to succeed.” As di- 
rector of the Vocational Guidance 
clinic there, and one of the fore- 
most experimentalists in the bua- 
iness of career counseling in the 
educational world, she has spent 
the past year putting some of her 
theories to actual test among Bte- 
phens students, 

Her aim has been to take the 
guess work out of chooging a ¢a- 
reer,-to help each girl find what 
type of work she is best qualified 
for, and how she can best spend 
her college years in training for 
that work, 

“In the past,” says Dr. Pollock, 
“vou asked a girl what she was 
going to do when she got out of 
school and the answer she usually 
gave was, ‘Well, I have to earn a 
living so I guess I'll teach school 
or be a secretary, Her occupa- 
tional outlook was no broader than 
that, 

“Three-fourths of our job here 
has been to broaden that outlook. 
For example, we have this occu- 
pational chart of 33 vocations, jobs 
ranging from aircraft communi- 
cator, draftsamen and blueprint 
readers, to nursery school work 
and work in recreational activities, 
Right now we're trying to concen- 
trate on vocations that will carry 
them through the years of conver- 
sion from war production to con- 
sumer production since that's when 
these girls will probably have to 
work. We're handing out warn- 
ings that any girl can get a high 
salaried job now, but if she gets 
one in the postwar world, she 
must be qualified. 

“The way we decide what voca- 
tion a girl is fitted for,” she con- 
tinued, “is to give each girl a 
battery of tests. We test for her 
areas of interest her personality, 
and her abilities. We put interest 
first because if a gigl's interest in 
a certain career ig strong enough 


it may compensate for lesser abil-’ 


ities. 

“Next we place emphasis on per- 
sonality. We believe that 60 per 
cent of getting a job is person- 
ality, and business men we've 
talked to say it takes even more 
than 60 per cent to hold a job. 
In our personality test, every girl 
is graded on. such things as so- 
ciability and extroversion — ex- 
tremely important if she hopes to 
get a job in sales work or dealing 
with people; on suggestibility—her 
ability to take suggestions and 
direction; on rationalization—does 


she tend to make excuses for her 


mistakes; on anxiety—does she 
worry too much over things she 
can’t help; on personal] tolerance 
-—-how well she likes all types of

people; on her disposition, her emo- 
tions, her tendency to worry. 

“We also have each girl grade 
herself on certain personality 
traits, and then have her give us 
the names of five persons whose 
opinions she values and have 
them rate her on those same 
traits. Thus she can see that 
her appearance and manners are 
more pleasing than she herself 
thoyght but that om the other 
hand she isn’t impressing them 
with as much gelf-confidence as 
she believed. 

Personality is not the only thing 
tested, however. Tests on mental 
ability, mechanical aptitude for 
certain types of work, and for 
girls who are interested in spe- 
cific fields, art, music, nursing, 
tests for their aptitude as well as 
their interest, are given. 

“All of which leaves very little 
room for guess work,” says Dr. 
Pollock. For while tests are not 
entirely valid, they do give a snap- 
shot picture, Our belief is that 
one reason people have been 
against tests in the past is that 
the results were locked in filing 
cabinets and kept a deep dark 
secret. Under our plan, each girl 


has her own folder, sees her 
weaknesses and her abilities and 
learns how to capitalize on her 
strong points and improve the 
weak ones,” 

Eventually a letter is sent to 
the girl and to her parents and 
advisers, offering suggestions on 
her vocation. This letter has the 
added effect of combating the 
natural parental tendency’ to 
choose their children’s career, and 
attempt to arouse ambitions that 
may be quite alien to the child’s 
nature. 

“One girl came to me recently,” 
Miss Pollock said, “and told me 
that her father wanted her to be 
a doctor and that she couldn't 
stand the thought of it. ‘The 
trouble ig Dad always wanted a 


-son', she said, ‘and I came along. 


I don’t want to be used as a 
son but I don’t want to disappoint 
him. Can't you help me?’ 

“Now if that father can be 
shown that according to vocational 
guidance tests his daughter's abili- 
ties lie along an entirely different 
line, he may be won over.” 

Dr. Pollock’s interest in helping 
girls find vocations for which they 
are best suited is partly a person- 


alized matter resulting from her 
own experiences. 

“When I was in college, at St. 
Lawrence University in Canton, 
N. Y.,” she explained, “I had 
majored in psychology intending to 
go into gocial work, but as I 
neared my senior year my parents 
decided that teaching school would 
be a much better career. I looked 
over my courses to see what I 
could possibly teach and decided 
mathematics was wage best thing.

“T took a job at a school in 
Chester, N. Y¥., and the first time 
I faced.my mathematics class I 
thought I'd: never seen auch a 
sour bunch of kids in my life. 
It didn't take me long to learn 
that it waa because they thought 
a math teacher, any math teacher 
Was pretty dull stuff. After I'd 
looked around at some of them Il 
decided they were right. 

“To liven up classes a little I 
began by asking kids in class what 
they wanted to be in later life. 
If I found one of the wanted to be 
a druggist for instance, I'd con- 
duct a class in equations by say- 
ing, ‘Now Johnny's going to be 
a druggist some day so he'll have 
to know how to balance equations 
in his work,’ Soon they got so 
interested in the actual uses of 
mathematics that they began com- 
ing to my office to talk outside 
of eclass hours. About that time 
I decided I was more interested 
in people than in mathematics so 
I did my graduate work in voca- 
tional guidance.” 

She has several pet views about 
her work. One is that vocational 
guidance should begin at a much 
earlier stage than college, and 
that aptitude tests taken in high 
school, in college, and later, in in- 
dustry, would eliminate many dif- 
ficulties in job adjustments. Her 
views on this subject have im- 
pressed at least one industry to 
such an extent that on a recent 
Eastern tour, personnel workers 
were called in from various parts 
of the country, to consult with her, 

Another of her strongest conten- 
tions igs that every woman should 
know how to earn her own living, 
as well as how to live. 

“In a democracy there’s no 
place for two types of women,” 
she says, “The woman who’s kept 
or the woman who's on earth only 
to reproduce and carry out orders, 
as women doe under Nazism. Even 
if a girl never needs to work she 
needs to know how to use her 
leisure time, to avoid such a craze 
of card playing as we had when 
women first began to have spare 
time and didn’t know what to do 
with it, 

“A vocation is an insurance pol- 
icy on your education, aswell as 
on your home, Training for a 
job doesn’t mean a girl will have 
less interest in home making. 
amet probably have more interest 
n it.”

ITH the publication of her 
Weve “And They Shall Walk,” 


published by Dodd Mead, Sis 
ter Kenny has plainly set forth the 
issues between her and what she 
calls “the orthodoxes” in the med- 
ical profession. 

The orthodox view is that in- 
fantile paralysis is an infectious 
disease, the virus of which has @ 
particular affinity for those cells 
in the nervous system located in 
the spinal cord which send fibrils 
to and control muscle movement. 
The inflammation of and around 
these cells sometimes puts them 
out ef commission temporarily se 
that there ig a temporary paralysis 
and sometimes completely destroys 
them so that there is a permanent 


paralysis.

MISS KENNY found by expert- 
ence that by using hot packs on 
the affected muscles and by ma- 
nipulating and moving the limbs 
from the very earliest period of 
the disease, muscle spasm ig re- 
lieved. She believes that by using 
this method more recoveries take 
place. And finally she has come 
to the conclusion that the disease 
is located in the muscle alone and 
that the nervous system or motor 
nerve cells are not diseased at ail. 

It is unfortunate that she ever 
forced herself to the last conclu- 
sion. The application of the hot 
packs and the manipulations early 
in the disease are forms of phys 
iotherapy that had probably been 
neglected by the regular profes 
sion and which probably do a cer- 
tain amount of good. But to deny 
that motor nerve cells are de 
stroyed by the disease is sheer non- 
sense and I am not acquainted 
with any physician who believes 
that,

IN NEARLY any case of infan- 
tile paralysis there is early in the 
disease a wider extent of paralysis 
than that which finally remaina. 
As the patient recovers he regains 
control over group after group of 
muscles no matter what the treat- 
ment, What is left permanently is 
known as residual paralysis.
